That 
notice precludes all possibility of putting 
it through and while there may be some 
more debate it will cut no further figure 
in the proceedings of this house.

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BY WIND AND FLAME! 


Much Yaluable Property Has Been 
Destroyed. 


A MILLION DOLLAR 10SS AY BAY CITY 


Over Eight Blocks of Buildings 
- Burned, ; 


AND SEVERAL LIVES REPORTED LOST. 


A Storm in West Virginia Sweeps Every- 
thing Before It—A Family of Nine 
Persons Perish by the Blast. 


Bay City, Mich., July 25.—The greatest 
conflagration which ever visited Bay City 
broke out at 2 o’clock this afternoon in the 
lumber maruf g establishment of Mil- 
ler & Turner, situated on the west side of 
Water street, at the foot of Twenty-ninth 
street. A brisk southwest wind was blowing 
at the time, which fanned the flames into 
a roaring conflagration and swept them 
across Water street into the settled district. 
On this side of Water street where the fire 
crossed was built up with stores, hotels and 
restaurants. Nearly all of the buildings 
were constructed of wood and burned like 
tinder, 

Block After Block Destroyed.’ 

The wind increased as the flames progress- 
ed and in an hour the flames had consumed 
Miller & Turner’s plant, comprising a saw- 
mill, salt blocks, dry kilns and a large 
quantity of lumber. ) 

The flames had ~ also traveled three blocks 
to the eastward and cut a swath two blocks 
wide. At this point the path of the confla- 
gration broadened and block after block was 
swept over. with astonishing rapidity. 

The scenes which ensued beggars descrip- 
tion. Thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren rushed about, all engaged in removing 
furniture and household effects from before 
the advancing flames. Eivery vehicle in the 
city was used on the grounds and, as is 
always the case at such times, the owners 
charged fabulous prices for their services. 

Telegraphing for Assistance. 

At 5 o’clock about thirty blocks had been 
burned over, while twenty more were sup- 
plying fresh fuel to the devouring element. 
When the chief of the fire department first 
realized the extent of danger he telegraphed 
to Saginaw, Flint and Detroit for assistance. 
Saginaw and Flint responded, each city 
sending an engine and quantities of hose. 
But with hundreds of streams playing on 
the fire the flames pursued their course, 
licking up house after house, until at 8 
o’clock upwards of three hundred dwellings 
had been destroyed and conflagration 
was still sweeping toward eastern limit 
of the city. 

While « majority of the nips burn- 

belonged to the working people, many 
md residences have been consumed. Two 
churches; four hotels and about forty 
stores, of all varieties, are cluded among 
the structures which have contributed fuel 
to the flames. ; 
Several Lives Lost. 

At this hour (9 o’clock p. m.) many ru- 
mors are afloat concerning persons who 
have perished. So far as is positively known 
only one death has occurred, that of a 
woman whose name it is impossible to 
learn tonight. She lay sick in one of the 
houses which was destroyed. Before as- 
sistance could reach her, the dwelling was 
a seething mass of fire and she had to be 
left to her fate. It is thought that two chil- 
dren were burned to death, but the story 
lacks confirmation. 

Miller & Turner, on whose premises the 
fire started lést about $150,000, mostly cov- 
ered by insurance. 

The entire loss will reach upwards of 
$1,000,000, but is impossible to learn to- 
night the extent to which the different 
parties are insured. 

Flectric Works on Fire. 

Schenectady, N. Y., July 25.—Fire broke 
out inthe building known as tube works 
No. 11 of the Edison general electric works 
in this city this morning about 8 o'clock. 
The entire building with its contents and 
much valuable machinery a 
large Bags of stock, were entirely 
consumed. The fire was supposed to be 
from spontaneous combustion. Loss about 
one hundred thousand dollars. 


SWEPT AWAY BY THE FLOOD. 


A Family of Nine Drowned by the Rushing 
Waters.

WHAT THE SENATE DID. 


Report on the Sundry Ci¥il Bill—The Anti- 
Option Etc. 


Washington, July 25.+In the senate Mr. 
Vest introduced a joint resolution author- 
izing the president to proffer to Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and ee as an induce 
ment to enter into an international agree- 
ment for the free coinage of silver, a re 
duction of 25 per cent in tariff duties on 
textiles, hardware, enware and glass. 
Laid on the table. 

The anti-options bill was then taken Up. 

. George addressed the senate. e 
spoke of the New Orleans and New York 
cotton exchanges as being composed of 
some six hundred men, not one of whom 
raised cotton, consumed it or even hndled 
it. On one day in the New York cotton ex- 
change 15,000 bales of the mythical “‘phan- 
tom” or “wind” cotton {had been sold for 
one bale of real cotton, abd he asked wheth- 
er that was real, genujne commerce or 
whether it was gaming. 

At five minutes past 2,0’clock Mr. George 
yielded the floor temporarily at the re- 
quest of Mr. Allison, Who presented the 
conference report on the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill. 

e report, although referring to amend- 
ments of the bill by numbers only, covered 
many pages of type-written paper, and its 
reading occupied twenty-five minutes. Mr. 
Allison made an explanation of the con- 


ference report, stating that, outside of the 


rovisions about the world’s fair, there was 
but one other matter left open, the pro- 
vision inserted by the house, prohibiting 
the employment of Pinkerton detectives. 
He went somewhat into detail upon other 
points, on which the senate conferees had 
surrendered. The report was agreed to, 
and a further conference was asked as to 
the points on which there had been no 
agreement. 

The senate voted to insist on its amend- 
ments agreed to by the house, and asked 
for a further conference, and then, at 3 
o'clock p. m., the senate went into executive 
session. 

After the daprs were reopened and some 
unimportant business had been transacted, 
Mr. George resumed the floor, and held it 
until 5:20 o’clock, his speech, being an 
argument in favor of his own substitute for 
the anti-option. bill. ‘ 

Mr. Wolcott entered a motion to have the 
bill referred to the finance committee with 
instructions to report it at the next session. 

Mr. Hunton made his maiden speech in 
the senate on the anti-option bill. e rather 
favored the substitute _ offered oa Mr. 
George, but expressed Mi fas willing to 
solve in’ favor of the producer the doubt as 
to the constitutionality of the pending bill, 
and to vote for it. 

Mr. Allison moved to lay on the table Mr. 
Wolcott's motion to refer, but, after some 
colloquy, he withdrew the motion. 

After a short executive session, the senate, 
at 5:55 o’clock, adjourned. 


FIRE ON A CRUISER, 


The Charleston Damaged—The Hatches Bat 
tered Down. 


Port Orchard, Wash., July 25.—A fire 
broke out in the coal bunkers of the United 
States cruiser Charleston on Friday,: but 
the facts were not made public until today. 
The fire bell immediately rang, and within 
thirty seconds the pumps started, and after 
battling with the flames for thirty-five min- 
utes the fire was subdued. The fire was 
caused by spontaneous combustion. All 
the hatches were battered down to smother 
the flames. The. deck in storage had to be 
torn up to reach the flames, when streams 
of water were turned on which extinguished 
the blaze.

One Negro Shoots Another One in Chatta- 
nooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 25.—(Special.)— 
The prevailing sensation in Chattanooga is 
the attempt “Squire Burge made to assas- 
sinate Charley Bird here this afternoon: 
Both are colored politicians, prominent in 
republican circles. Burge is a justice of 
the peace and a director in the Penny Sav- 
ings bank. It appears that Bird had cir- 
culated a report charging Burge with an 
unnatural crime, the alleged offense having 
been committed in Cartersville, Ga., some 
years ago. The shooting took place in front 
of the Read house. Burge advanced on his 
victim and without a word of warning 
emptied two loads of duckshot into him 
from a double-barreled gun. Bird’s condi- 
tion is critical. Burge gave himself up. 
He is the most prominent negro in the city.

MERCURY CLIMBING 0 THE TOP, 


Registering in Some Places Over a 
Hundred in the Shade. 


SEVERAL FATAL SUNSTROKES REPORTED, 


And Prostrations by the Score—A Minis- 
ter Falls While Conducting Ser- 
vices in Louisville, Ky. 


Washington, July 25.—This has been the 
hottest day of the season in Washington. 
The hot wave reached here yesterday and 
all during the day the mercury hung around 
the nineties and about 2 o'clock p. m. 
reached the maximum of 9 #£=~3By 8 
o'clock last night it registered 90 degrees, 
and at midnight had fallen to 86 degrees. 
Today the maximum reached was Y7 at 
the signal station, but on the streets the 
heat was terrific, several thermometers in 
different part of the city registering as high 
as 103 in the shade. Five cases of prostra- 
tions from heat have been sent to the 
hospitals. 

New York, July 25.—Today set out to 
be the warmest of the year, with a tem- 
perature of 78 degrees at be ayy the 
highest at that hour recorded by the 
weather bureau during the present sum- 
mer. As the morning wore on the day’s 
promise of heat was well maintained. At 
10'-o’clock the mercury had _ risen to 8: 
degrees and at 10:45 o’clock to 87 1-2 de 
grees. Humidity lent its aid to make the 
day as memorable as possible and was 79 
per cent at 8 o'clock and 82 per cent at 
10 o'clock. The wind drifted languidly 
along at the rate of. from four to five miles 
an hour. At 1 o'clock the thermometer 
had reached 94 d 8, 1° highest point 
reached this year by 2 deg ' The ap- 
proach of clouds soon after 1 o’c.bck caused 
a drop in the thermometer of 11 degrees 
in five minutes. The whole country was 
ponening in sympathy with the metropo-

At Burlington, N. J., factories were com- 
pelled to shut down at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning when the mercury marked 105 in 
the shade. Many prostrations: from heat 
were reported. 

The weather continues very hot in Chi- 
cago, but its rigors are tempered by a 
fresh breeze. . Up to 2 o’clock this afternoon 
four deaths from sunstroke were reported 
and a number of prostrations by heat. 

At Auburn, N. Y., yesterday was the 
hottest day of the season, the thermometer 
registering 95 in the shade and not a breath 
of air stirring. Today is almost as hot, 
but a little breeze. Thermometer 92. 

At Elmira, N..Y., at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon the thermometer registered 96 in the 

ade. 

The mercury reached 96 at Watertown, 
N. Y., this afternoon, the hottest thus far 
this year. 

At Utica, N. Y., the temperature was 80 
at midnight, 92 at 10 o’clock a. m.,and 94 
at 2 o'clock p.m.

house in charge of the United States 
weather bureau registered 94 at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon. hree deaths from heat 
have been reported glready in Cincinnati, 
Covington and Newport, two of which 
were in Newport. Half a dozen or more 
cases of prostration have occurred, The 
radiated heat from the granite and asphalt 
pavements brings the temperature in many 
places above 100 degrees.

At 2 
o'clock yesterday e thermometers regis- 
tered 102 in the shade while the mercury 
im the weather bureau office at the top of a 
ten-story building rose to 96 degrees. 

‘The thermometer at 4 o'clock in Phila- 
delphia reached 93 and the humidity was 
84. At 8 o'clock tonight the thermometer 
was at 82 and the humidity 67. No sun- 
strokes reported. 

At Pittsburg the thermometer reached 
95 on Sunday and was the hottest day in 
five years. Today it reached 98. few 
mill and factory hands at work suffered 
terribly today and many were compelled 
to go home. A large number of prostra- 
tions from heat were reported, but so far 
there have been no fatalities. Indications 
are for the continuance of the torrid weath- 
er for several days at least. : 

Six deaths from sunstroke today in Chi- 
cago and the total since Saturday night is 
fourteen. The thermometer at 7 o'clock 
a. m. today stood at 80, and it rose grad- 
ually until the middle of the -afternoon 
when it reached 94. 

At different places in northern Illinois 
and Iowa today 98 to 100 was a_ very 
common record. At Kansas City the ther- 
mometer was 100 to 102. There were two 
fatal sunstrokes. One was Patrick J. 
Meagher, a newspaper rter. 

The thermometer was 104 yesterday and

People Rebel Against the Sanitary Measures 
and Hill the Physicians. 


St. Petersburg, July 25.—Advices received 
here from Astrakhan are to the effect that 
the cyeenic of cholera at that place is 
abating. From these advices it is learned 
that serious disturbances, due to the out- 
break of the disease, have occurred at 
Prenaiach, Toubac, in the province of 
Astrakhan, where the inhabitants and a 
number of emigrants rebelled against the 
sanitary measures adopted by the authori- 
ties. The rioters attacked and pillaged the 
postoffice and communal offices, and also 
wrecked a pharmacy: and killed the propri- 
etor and his assistant. They then attacked 
the police, who were trying to restore order, 
killing ong and injuring a number of others. 
A priest, who attempted to pacify the riot- 
ers, was severely beaten. In ti villages of 
Tolenci and Zaimische, also in the province 
of Astrakhan, infuriated mobs seized and 
destroyed a quantity of disinfectants landed 
from a steamer and tried to seize the stenm- 
er, but were repulsed. ,

“Abraham Lincoln’s name was Abraham 
Linkhorn,” said Major Dan Seabright, at the 
Southern. “His origin, when contrasted with 
his subsequent greatness, must be a sad re- 
buke to those who prate loudly of birth and 
breeding. It well illustrates Burns’s truism 
that ‘a man is a man for a’ that.’ It proves 
that in America a child of the humblest origin 
may reasonably aspire to the highest honors 
within the gift of the nation, to the most ex- 
alted niche in the temple of true greatness. 
I do not suppose Lincoln, wise as he was. 
really knew his own father. He was three or 
four years old when Linkhorn, a farm laborer. 
who worked with the negroes in Kentucky, 
and took his pay in salt pork and whisky, 
‘tuk up’ with his mother, as the natives called 
it when a man and woman entered into mar- 
ital relations without the sanction of a min- 
ister. I knew Linkhorn and the mother of 
the future president quite well. They were 
very ordinary and very illiterate people. 
Whether his great talents were “descended 
from some ancestor generations back—were 
due to atavism—or were inherited from an 
unknown father, is a question that cannot now 
be satisfactorily solved. The fact that he 
took the name of Lincoln when he grew up 
would indicate that he did not regard Link- 
horn as his father. His was a life begun in 
shame and ended in glory. We can well 
afford to forget the frailties of the mother 
while contemplating the virtues of the. son.”

Very Much Alive. 

Not being able to find room in his two 
newspapers for his flights of fluency, Ed- 
itor Halstead is compelled to harness the 
syndicate industry in order that he may 
have a larger and a more resounding audi- 
torium in which to pitch the swelling vol- 
ume of his manly voice. 

In the Sunday papers, Mr. Halstead re- 
turns to the discussion of the force bill. 
It is a juicy subject, but it is not one 
which he comgemplates with pleasure. 
Those who are familiar with the antics of 
the faithful watchdog as he capers around 
the lot trying to find a temporary place of 
concealment for his most savory bone 
can appreciate the emotions of Editor 
Halstead, and the temper with which he 
deals with the force bill. He cannot 
bury it in his two newspapers, and so he 
goes trotting around in the flower garden 
of the syndicate, cutting a lonely and 
mournful figure. ' 

He declares that the force bill is dead— 
that there is nothing in it—that it is a 
last year’s bird’s nest. The insincerity 
of this is manifest. We have no doubt 
that Mr. Halstead would kill the force 
bill if he could. We have no doubt he 
regards it as a vicious piece of party pol- 
icy as dangerous to its friends as to its 
enemies.

Tragic End of One of the Most Prom 


inent Negro Leaders in the City. | 
Story of the Affair. 


John Hill, one of the most prominent 
negroes in Atlanta, put a bullet through his 
own heart yesterday afternoon. 

The shooting was purely accidental. 

Hill was a young negro, well educated, 
quite a politician, was a delegate to the Min- 
neapolis convention, a leader in colored so 
ciety, prominent in colored military, a lead- 
er in colored military circles, a member of 
nearly all the colored organizations, and 
was well thought of. 

For a long time he held a position of 
trust in the postoffice. He has some 
property in the city. He was a son-in-law 
of Jim Goodlet, one of the negro leaders in 


the city. 


Recently Hill has been employed by the 
Cincinnati Liquor Company at 46 Decatuz 
street. 

Yesterday afternoon, just before 4 o'clock, 
he took out a parior rifle to clean it up. 
He sat down at a table in the rear of the 
saloon, and another negro who was eur 
ployed by the company sat down on an op- 
posite side of the table, the two talking 
while Hill worked, 

Hill was a military enthusiast, and the 

talk turned upon drilling. Hill became 
quite warm in the discussion, and got up, 
and with the parlor rifle he had been clean- 
ing began an illustration of the correct way 
to drill. 
He went through the mnual of arms 
handling the rifle in a very correct and 
military fashion, and several people gather- 
ed around and admired his expertness. 

Suddenly, while he was still manipulatin 
the rifle, there was a loud report, and Hil 
sank down, crying as he did so: “Ob, 
mercy, I’ve shot myself.”
